Your attention' is directed to tfce attached letter from the 
Kev York Office dated February 21, 191*8, vherein Je*JJg|* sets forth a 
very practical problem vith vhich it is corifrontelfTne^^ar aa compliance 
vith the terms of the Redirection Program is concerned. The Kev York Office 
observes in its letter, and rightfully so, that it has attempted to follow 
in spirit and in action the concepts of the Redirection Program. The Kev 
York Office relates, hovever, that it has received a number of requests of 
late from the Bureau directing that Security Matter - C investigations be 
conducted of individuals vhom the Kev York Office vould not ordinarily 
on its ovn conduct investigations concerning. The Kev York Office cites 
several cases falling in the latter category and makes the observation that 
if it vere to investigate the people mentioned in this category that it vould 
-be Just as logical for Kev York to likevise open investigation on a great 
many other individuals vho are in like status in the Conmunist party in the 
Kev York area. 

After presenting its problem the Kev York Office requests Bureau 
consideration and advice as to the manner in vhich it should proceed vith 
respect to its problem in the future. 

Before considering the problem in detail, it should be specifically 
recalled that almost 50$ of the Communist Party members in the United States 
are located in the Kev York area. It should likevise be recalled that ve have 
only investigated a handful of Conmunists in 'the Kev York area even though ve 
knov full veil that there are approximately 50,000 located there. It should 
be noted that in the Kev York Office there are 1,168 security index cards on 
subjects falling in the Communist category, vhich means that ve have catalogued 
only one out of approximately 29 Communists in the Kev York area as being 
dangerous or as being potentially dangerous, vhereas in other offices ve find 
that the statistics are considerably higher vhen considered on a ratio basis. 
Considered nationally, our offices throughout the country maintain security 
index cards on 11$ of the membership in their respective Field Divisions, 
vhereas Kev York has security index cards on only yf>.

The entire problem presented by the Kev York Office has "been con- 
sidered in detail by the following men in the Internal Security Section: 
F. J. Baumgardner, E. J. Powers, E. H. Vinterrovd, J. E. Kilnes, M. E. 
Torrens, L. G. Davis, Lish Vhitson, and the writer. Ve are all in full 
agreement with the New York Office that It is confronted with an almost 
insurmountable problem but at the same time we are fully agreed that the 
answer to the problem can be found only in the question of manpower 
implementation. 

The Kew York Office has kept within the terms of the Redirection 
Program but in my opinion it has kept too far within the boundaries of that 
program due solely to the fact that it does not have sufficient manpower 
to broaden its investigations to all of the subjects in the New York area ' 
who are either dangerous or potentially dangerous. Certainly, since the 
headquarters of the Communist movement in the "United States are located 
vithin the confines of the New York Field Division and since approximately 
50$ of the Communist Party members in this country are likewise located 
within that Division, logic would appear to dictate that additional Security 
Matter - C investigations of potentially and actually dangerous Communists 
in the Kew York area are in order; or, on the other hand, logic would dictate 
that all of our other Field Offices are wrong vhen they carry approximately 
11$ of the membership in their security index. I am thoroughly convinced 
that the other offices are right and that the Kew York Office cannot be right 
on this score until there is a substantial uanpover implementation in the Kev 
York Field Division for assignment to Communist vork. 

The Bureau T s position was quite right in opening and ordering 
investigations in the cases cited in the Kev York letter for all of the 
subjects listed certainly appear to fall in the potentially dangerous if not * 
the actually dangerous category. It is quite apparent to the Supervisors } 

handling individual cases here at the Bureau and to the writer that there i 

undoubtedly should be a great many additional investigations conducted of f 

individual Communist Perty members in the Kew York area in line with the 
terms of the Redirection Program if ve are to fulfill our responsibility and 
our desires to be on top of the potentially and actually dangerous Communists 1 
vhen and if B-Day arrives. If ve were faced vith an incursion on our shores * 
tomorrow ve very definitely vould not be in the position of knowing nor of 
having investigated the Communists in the Kev York area vho vould fall in the 
category of potentially or actually dangerous. This observation is not

predicated upon guess vork, but rather Is predicated upon our experience in 
the same field In all of the other Field Divisions of the Bureau. In the 
majority of those other Field Divisions ve feel that ve do knov most of the 
Communists vho coxae vithin the purviev of dangerous or potentially dangerous 
as ve have come to generally recognize those terms. By the sane token, ve 
definitely do not knov the Communists in the Kev York area vho .fall vithin 
these categories. As a Batter of fact, ve do not even knov the names of a 
great many of them and ve vill not knov their names, their "background, their 
degree of dangerousness,' et cetera, unless and until ve substantially supple- 
ment the manpower in. the Kev York Field Division currently assigned to the 

investigation of Communist activities.

It is my considered viev that every effort should he made immediately 
by the Bureau to substantially increase the manpover on Communist vork in 
Kev York if the Bureau is not to he found vanting vhen and if the time occurs 
vhen ve vill be called upon to designate if not actually apprehend those 
members of the Communist movement considered a threat to our internal security. 

ACTION: 

1. It is recommended that this memorandum be referred to the 
Administrative Division for consideration and 6uch action as is deemed apropos. 

2. It is recommended that arrangements be made Immediately to permit 
the men assigned to the Communist Squad in Kev York vho are nov vorklng Loyal tj 
cases to return immediately to their Communist vork. (it is fully appreciated 
by the vriter that the Loyalty Program at this time is all important to the 
Bureau, but it vould seem advisable to cut corners on other categories of our 
vork — particularly nonsecurity categories -- in deference to the Loyalty 
Program, assuring at the same time that ve vill not be found vanting because 
ve cut corners on our Communist coverage.) 



3. There is attached a letter to the Kev York Office advising that 
the problems outlined in the Kev York letter of reference are being -Afforded 
consideration at the Bureau. The letter indicates that the Kev York Office 
vill be advised as to the Bureau l 8 decision in this matter in the near future

a surrey at this time on the Director^ Instructions vlth respect to the 
many questions and problems vhich ve vill encounter relative to the program 
involving the detention of Communists in the event of var vith the Soviet 
Union. Parenthetically on this score, it might be observed that in so far 
as the Communists in the Kev York area are concerned ve are in no position 
at this time to carry out any definite policy vith respect to all dangerous 
Communists in the event of an emergency since ve definitely do not knov vho 
all of the dangerous Communists are. If you agree, this entire problem vill 
be taken into consideration by Mr. Vhitson. in the course of the survey and in 
order to insure the completeness of that survey it is felt that Mr. Vhitson 
should look into the practical investigative problems at Kev York vhich must 
be met both on the score mentioned hereinabove and vhich also must be met in 
the event of var vith the Soviet Union. 

The recommendations set forth above, as veil as the observations 
in the body of this memorandum, are not solely my vievs but they also coincide 
completely vith those of the following men vho are devoting their full time 
to vork on various phases of the ponsmunist picture:

Re: Re-Direction of Communist Investigations 




Dear Sir: 

During recent weeks the New York Office has received instructions 
bv letters from the Bureau to open or re-o?en investigations on numerous in- 
dividual menders of the Communist Party, looking toward proof of potential 
dan-erousness and therefore preparation of Security Index Cards on the subjects. 
The°purpose of this letter is to present certain observations for the Bureau's 
consideration as to the desirability of this procedure. 



As the Bureau is aware, there are approximately 3f,t0© Communist Party 
members in the New York area. This membership is controlled through 1,016 clubs, 
•which are subordinate to the 79 sections comprising District No. 2, CF, USA. 
In addition, -where the membership is numerous, the sections may be subordinate 
to the county organization, as in the case of the four boroughs. Each of the 
clubs has from four to six officers, such as Organizer, Secretary, Literature 
Director, Educational Director, Membership Director, et cetera. The sections, 
counties, and District No. 2 itself have an increasing number of officers, 
dependent on the size of the organization. It will thus be seen that if we 
adopt a policy of investigating as potentially dangerous all officers of clubs, 
sections, counties, and District No. 2, the investigations will number well 
into the thousands. 

It would be well to remember that at this time the policy of the . 
Party is to break down the clubs into still smaller clubs. If this policy is 
carried out, there will be additional officers. 

Up to the time that the Bureau instituted the Re-Direction Program 
in Communist investigations, this office was opening cases on all individuals 
who were members of the Communist Farty as such membership was learned. Of 
course, such a procedure would be desirable if sufficient personnel and funds 
were available to the Bureau, on the theory that any member of the Communist 
Farty is potentially dangerous. Under the Re-Direction Frogram, however, 
this office has been investigating only those individuals who are top^func-^/ 
tionaries or concerning whom we already have informa 
individual is potentially dan^erpuV and thus shoul 
Index Card.

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Letter to the Director re Re -Direction of Communis t Investigations Feb. 21, 1948 

This office presently has 1,300 Security Index Cards, 1,168 of which 
pertain to subjects handled by the Communist section. The subjects of these 
cards necessarily are in many instances officers holding responsible positions 
in the Communist Party, either in the National Heedquarters , the district or 
county organization, or the section. Indeed, a number of them are officers 
in clubs. However, the designation of a Communist Party member as a Security 
Index subject is not dependent primarily on the position held by the subject 
but rather on the potential dangerousness of the subject, either through the 
position held by him, if of sufficient importance, or the extent to which his 
apprehension in time of emergency would cripple the Communist Party organization. 
Of course, as the Bureau is aware, we have as subjects of Security Index Cards 
individuals who are not related to the Communist rarty but who, through other 
affiliations, are considered potentially dangerous to this country.

From a scrutiny of the letters from the Bureau referred to in my 
opening paragraph, there appears to be a definite question as to the desirability 
of conducting investigations in certain of these cases when the policy of the Re- 
Direction Program is kept in mind. 

In other words, if we are going to investigate the Educational Director 
of one club or one section, merely because of his position, presumably we 
should investigate all persons occupying such positions. On the basis of 
position only, this office has followed the policy of instituting investigations 
on all officers in the national, district and county organizations and on the 
organizers in the various sections. This does not mean, of course, that we 
have not and will not investigate other Communist Party members when there is 
reason to believe that they are potentially dangerous to this country. However, 
the mere fact that an individual occupies the position of Educational Director, 
Literature Director, et cetera, of a section or club, does not in our ODinion 
warrant an investigation. The possible exception is the position of Membership 
Director m the sections, when his identity is known. We have in the past con- 
ducted investigations on an individual occupying this position, not from the 
standpoint of his particular dangerousness, but in the hooe that we could secure 
a membership list through the investigation on him and because in the event 
of an emergency the apprehension of the Membership Director night disclose such 
lists and consequently it may be desirable to have the Membership Director 
listed as a Security Index subject. 

It is also desired to point out that through our extensive trash 
coverages in this area, we are constantly securing information which indicates 
the activities of members on whom there is no current investigation. In the

Bureau letter dated February 15th, 1948, entitled '« 
was, Security better (C)", transmits a copy of a report from Kil-ftary Intelli- 
gence relative to this subject and instructs that an investigation be conducted 
with a view to recommending the preparation of a Security Index Card on the 
subject. -It does not appear that the. allegations relative to this subject 
are sufficient to warrant an investigation under the "Re -Direction Program. 




Bureau letter dated February 12th, 1943, entitled 
wa, Security I'atter (C)", points out t} jg^is the B<!ucational 

Director of ^^^®» Section of the Kings County Communist Farty, and in- 
structs that an investigation be conducted with a view toward recommending 
the preparation of a Security Index Card. Under the Re-Direction Program 
and in view of the discussion set out above, it is not believed that this 
individual warrants further investigation &t this time.

Bureau letter of Fe bruar y 10th, 1948, entitled " 
I'atter (C)", sets forth that 400* is the Director of the 

of the Kings County Communist Party and instructs that an investigation be 
conducted to ascertain if she is identical with the subject of a case in this 
office and consider recommending the preparation of a Security Index Card for 
her. The report of SAtfBKI MP dated November 2nd, 1944 in this 
case reflects evidence that tKlPOMM* was Legislative Director of the ffP&t 
^T^nilfc Club of the Communist Party. Further evidence to this effect is con- 
tained in the report of SA^MmiMQfiMSla^ dated February 26th, 1945. 
Under present conditions, it is not believed that a further investigation of 
this subject, a legislative director, is warranted or that she should be 
considered for the preparation of a Security Index Card. 

I trust that the Bureau will understand our request for advice in 
considering these cases, which are but examples of numerous letters received 
recently by this office. We have attempted to follow in spirit and in action

power on unessential investigations unless we carefully scrutinize each case 
to be opened. This is particularly true in view of the necessary utilization 
o? manpower from the Communist Section of this office on loyalty investigations. 

I would appreciate the Bureau's observations on the above.

Reference is being mdo to tho Security In^ex^Project in this 
division which has been in progress for irAny^aonths . As a result of the 
p-cj-ct, several thousand c*ses were opened for investigation for tho purpose 
of determining whether or not the subject ms the proper subject for a Security 
Index Ca>-d. Many of these cases have been handled but there are a very large 
number wh^ch still must be investigated. There are at the present time 33 
arents who are spending full time on this type of work. Further some of these 
cases are assigned to the agents handling major Communist investigations. 

Reference is being made to Bureau form letters which have been 
received by this office starting in December 1S48 in those cases where the 
subject is already a Security Index subject and requesting that his activities 
be brought up-to-date and a report submitted. It is estimated that there 
are approximately 1,100 of such cases presently pending as a result of the 
Bureau's form letters. It has also been noted Jhat in the past few days the 
Bureau has been following up on these form letters, requesting that this matter 
be given attention in the near future. 

It is the opinion of this office, that it would be^to the Bureau* a 
advantage to handle first those investigations which involve^potential 
subjects of Security IncUfc cards and as yet have not been investigated. After 
these "cases have been "completed, then to work on the cases involvitfjS^bjec.t** 
of existing Security Index cards. The reason for this is that this office is 
extremely anxious" to have Security Index cards on all *ho«?e in*iv5*\*lB rho

As a result of the system presently utilized by the Bureau, T/e 
mrmnf. nno^of.a ™, r color t?b system* Ftfrths r it is noted that the "vea <£& of 
the cards presently being furnished the field by the Bureau is so light as 
to make it impractical to use any metal tab system. It is, therefore, being

If the colored cards are not available at the Bureau or 
it does not feel that it would be advantageous to use that svstem, then it 
is being recommended that the field be permitted to merely circle in red 
or blue pencil the notations "DC" or "CD" as appearing on the top center of 
the cards. In this way, the Detcom and Comsab subjects will be easily 
discernible from a check of the file. Although it is realized that it would 
take a little longer to pull the Detcom and Comsab cards by utilising this 
system over the colored metal tab system, nevertheless, it is felt that the 
difference in time v.lll be so negligible as to not justify instituting the 
fr-otal tab system v.iich system has certain obvious disadvantages.

Selection of Subjects 

: * * Continued attention must be given to the selection 
of subjects to be interviewed* One office pointed out the 
necessity of bein.% alert to developments within the Communist 
Party which render particular subjects more susceptible to 
interview. As an example the case was cited in which a . 

subject, trusted by the Communist Party, began to cooperate 
immediatelu after Smith Act apprehensions in the division. 
In another,, the residence of a security subject was depicted 
on a television program as a previous meeting place of the 
Communist Party at which certain 'of the Smith Act subjects 
had been present* Both the owner of the residence and his 
wife voluntarily contacted the field office following the 
Smith Act apprehensions and furnished signed statements con- 
cerning their past activities in the Communist Party.

As you know, the Bureau has been following 
closely your progress during 1953 in reducing the 
backlog and delinquency in security classifications 
65, 100 and 105. From a delinquency of 76 per cent in 
January, 1953, you were able to reduce your delinquency 
in these cases to 43 per cent as of December 31, 1953 m 

A review of the administrative report of 
January, 1954, reflects that your delinquency in the 
security case3 has taken a sharp upward turn, 
increasing to 53 per cent as of- January 31, 1954. lour 
administrative report of January noted that in the 
ooKbined security classifications you listed 5,144 
pending active matters of which 2,732 were carried as 
delinquent* Both of these figures represent increases 
over the previous r.onth particularly in the delinquency 
items which rose from 2,167 to 2,732. It ,r over-all 
delinquency was computed at approximately 41 per cent, 
based on 3,601 delinquency items of a total of 6,626 
pending active natters in all olassifioations. In other 
than the security classifications above, you listed 669 
of 3,664 pending active matters as delinquent, approxi-

Numerous instances have occurred in the recent 
past in which the I?ureau his denied your reconvene a tions 
that the names of certain individuals he includea in the 
Security Index, inasmuch as the subversive information 
developed is insufficient to justify Security Jn^x cards f 
based on current Bureau standards for such action as set 
forth in Section 6-7-C of the Manual of Instructions. Sucn 
instances have occurred particularly in those security cases 
in which attempts were made to interview the subjects and 
they were found to be uncooperative. 

The fact that a subject is uncooperative on inter- 
view should, of course, be considered when recommencing , the

With reference to the delinquency problem as exists in 
April, I an again concerned about thc| delinquency. As of the 
end of this month beginning April 1 up to April 21, 1954, 571 
man davs hive been expended on the ISFRO -INVESTIGATIONS. Tnis 
heavv bu-den ha3 of necessity fallen on the agents handling 
security tvpe investigations. Further the fact that so much manpower 
was expended on the LEFRO INVESTIGATION during Karch will of 
necessity reflect upon the April delinquency and since tnere is 
still narrower being so expended, it would appear that che 
Possibility of a significant reduction in the ^r^^stancle 
will not be great. To overcome as much as possiole this obstancle 
in reducing the delinquency, I have had several conferences with 
the ASACS and Supervisors who in turn have had conferences with the 
agents poising out the necessity of reducing the delinquency and 
the imoerativeness of the agents in doing everything possible to 
brine their cases to a current status.

In this connection 
your attention is directed to the fact of your past progress 
In reducing your delinquency In tho 100 classification and 
the true relationship which seems to exist between the 
extent of your backlog and the delinquency of your office 
in these investigations. It should be noted that as of 
July, 19£2 there were 7,6U4 pending active matters in the 
100 classification, of this number 7,013 or aoproximately 
92 per cent were delinquent. However, as of February, 
195*1-* your office had reduced it3 backlog to ij,317 sending 
aetive matters in the 100 classification and its delinquency 
to 1 # 521 items, a percentage of appro7j.mately 35 per cent. 

It appears that so long as your backlog in the 
100 classification continues .each emergency condition which 
may arise in your office will result in the security work 
of your office becoming increasingly delinquent. Every 
effort must, therefore, be ^ade to reduce this backlog of 
work eo that greater attention may be given to current mat- 
ters. To effect a reduction in this backlog particular 
attention should be given to bringing each investigation 
to an early logical conclusion by a thorough investigation 
and by the total elimination of status reports.

The question has been raised recently regarding. authority 
being granted for field offices to set up an additional Geographical 
iectlon of the Security Index with cards filed u ?f £ p appropriate 
peottraphical breakdowns by employment addresses to be used if arrests 
Ire started at the time of day when employed subjects are at their 
places of employment. 

The Bureau has considered this problem previously at which 
time a survey in ten field offices indicated that the offices 
believed the residence address is a more permanent address than the 
employment address of a subject and that there would be a consider- 
able increase in administrative and investigative time to keep an 
employment breakdown up to date. In smaller cities or Incites in 
which there are only a few Security Index subjects, it was ^lt 
that little or no benefit would be derived from having an additional 
geographical breakdown by employment ^d the administrative burden 
in keeping such an administrative device up to date far offsets any 
benefits to be derived. 

This matter has been carefully reconsidered at the Bureau 
and you should be guided in the matter by the following instructions: 

1 The Bureau will continue to forward to you two 
copies of each Security Index card. One of the copies 
shall be filed in the Alphabetical Section of the 
Security Index and the other copy will be fiiea in 
either the Geographical Section, Special Section, or 
"' Unavailable Section, depending on the facts in each 
case. The card which is received from the Bureau that 
is filed in the Geographical Section shall be filed 
by residence breakdown geographically in accordance 
with the needs of your office, the cards to be filed 
alphabetically under each geographical breakdown. 
The above restates existing instructions.

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2 If you believe the size of your Security Index 

and the needs of ycur office warrant an additional 
Geographical Section in which cards will be filed by 
employment addresses and that such a procedure will 
materially assist ycu in making the apprehensions, 
you should request Bureau authority to maintain this 
additional Geographical Section. 

If the authority is granted it will mean that 
you will have (1) a Geographical Section in which 
all Geographical Section Security Index cards are 
filed geographically by residence addresses and 
(2) a Geographical Section in which the Security 
Index cards are filed geographically by employment 
addresses. 

In connection with the filing of cards in the 
additional Geographical Section by employment, it 
will be necessary also to include, in that additional 
Section, Security Index cards for Individuals who 
are unemployed or whose employment is not known 
filed by residence addresses since each of the two 
Geographical Sections must contain copies of the 
cards for all Geographical Section subjects. 

In this manner you have two complete Geographical 
Sections, the only difference being that in the 
additional Section the cards of Individ als whose 
employment is known will be filed by employment 
addresses rather than by residence addresses. This 
will permit you to use the appropriate Geographical 
Section depending on the time of day the arrests are 
started. 

If the additional Geographical Section by 
employment is authorized both Geographical Sections 
shall have the same geographical breakdowns. For 
example, the Security Index card for an unemployed 
housewife will be filed under the same geographical 
breakdowns in the Geographical Section by residence 
and the Geographical Section by employment. In 
view of the great number of amended Security Index 
~ cards prepared daily, the Bureau will continue to 

send only two Security Index cards for each subject

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to a field office even though the additional 
Geographical Section is authorized. This uniform 
practice is necessary to save clerical and 
administrative time at the Bureau. To set up 
and maintain the additional Geographical Section by 
employment, it will be necessary for you to prepare 
a duplicate of each Security Index card maintained 
in the Geographical Section of ycur Security Index 
by residence including the data on both sides of 
each card. photographs should also be attached to 
the cards prepared in your office. 

The corresponding cards for a Security Index 
* subject in the Geographical Section by residence 
and the Geographical Section by employment will 
each contain the exact data at all times and 
appropriate adjustments must be made in each 
Section on a continuing basis as cards are added, 
deleted or changed. 

Authority to maintain a third Security Index 
card for a subject will apply only in those cases 
where Security Index cards are maintained in the 
Geographical Section of your Security Index and 
it will have no application to cards tabbed for 
the Unavailable or Special Sections in which 
instances only two Security Index cards shall be 
maintained for each subject.

reasons in support and justification of. the 
recommendation..

The Bureau is well aware of the investigative 
value of the Robot camera, particularly insofar as its 
use in securing photographs of security subjects is 
concerned. You point out that with aspect to the 
Security Index Verification Unit of your office that 
ten cameras would be of value in securing photographs 
of 2?889 individuals now included in the Security Index 
whose Security Index cards do not contain a photograph. 
Your letter does not indicate that all sources of 
ohotoaraphs of Security Index subjects, other than 
the aftual photographing of the Security Index subject 
by an Agent, have been exhausted, with respect to 
these individuals, your attention is directed to the 
ten Robot cameras currently available to your office. 
Your letter does not indicate the extent to » hl ^V . n t 
these cameras have been used by your office in securing / 
photographs of Security Index subjects. J

In connection with the Security Informant Program in 
the New York Office, the majority of interviews requested of the 
Bureau are, of course, obtained from current cases. However, on 
occasion, in order to insure a most efficient operation of the 
program and in order to provide a sufficient backlog of interviews 
for the agents, it has been necessary to review case files on 
individuals on the Security Index, which case files are closed. 

It is foreseen that in the future there will be occasion 
to use the Security Index for such review, in which event it would 
be necessary to go through the Security Index and to pick"out certain 
files for possible interview. In this connection, it is felt that 
the project would be made easier by having a notation on the Security 
Index card, preferably on the back thereof, which notation would 
indicate that the subject had previously been interviewed, if such 
was the case. Thus the necessity for reviewing a case file in which 
the subject had already been interviewed would be eliminated. 

In view of Bureau instructions as set forth in SAC 
Letter 5^-26, Bureau authority is requested for the New York Office 
to place a notation on the back of the Security Index cards to the 
effect that the subject has been Interviewed in cases where such 13 
the case.

Ill ADVANTAGES FROM OPERATION OF UNIT . 

The existence of the Unit has proved itself of 
value to this Division in a number of respects. 

Since the records pertaining to SI verifications 
' are maintained with the Security Index and are centralized, 
the status of a given SI subject or. verification is more 
readily available; and the handling of routine clerical 
functions are greatly facilitated. 

The apents on the Unit, who handle roughly Q$% 
of the verifications in the NY Division, quickly became 
frnillar £ th the mechanics of SI Verifications and develop 
highly productive investigative techniques.

Thus they complete the verifications with a 
higher degree of efficiency than would otherwise be the 
case* 

As noted herein above, each agent has assigned to 
him a number of contiguous police precincts* The investigative 
activity of each agent is thus confined to the smallest 
practicable physical area with which he readily becomes 
thoroughly familiar. This not only has resulted in the saving 
of actual necessary travel time to an inestimable degree; but 
avoids, so far as possible, loss of time in seeking the best 
means of going to a given address ♦ 

In this connection it should be observed that the 
Agents on the Unit have become familiar with the areas of 
concentration of SI subjects within their respective precincts. 
Some agents, in areas of high concentration of subjects, ^have 
mapped out their precincts so that when in a given location, 
they are aware of the location of other subjects in the 
immediate area* ^rom this knowledge and by the use of the 
geographical breakdown of SI cards, they are enabled to cover 
all leads requiring attention in one visit to a given area. . 
Moreover, this knowledge with the geographical breakdown of 
SI cards, assists in the assignment of verifications of persons, 
residing at or near the same address to the same agent at the 
same time. 

All of the agents on the Unit are under one 
supervisor. Close supervision, therefore, can be 
exercised over personnel and the work of the agents both 
from a standpoint of quality and quantity. Moreover 
responsibility, under the system obtaining in the MO can 
be more readily fixed with respect to SI verifications. 
The centralization of personnel and records lends itself to 
the most efficient collection and utilization of data and 
information pertaining to the Security Index program 
generally. 

Kany of the agents assigned to the Unit have 
received photographic training which encourages and promotes 
the collection of photographs of SI and other subjects. 
For example, in respect to the Communist Party meeting 
in NY in early August 195^* a number of agents from the Unit 
were assigned to photograph various individuals on the 
street in and about the meeting hall. Using the Robot 
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camera, and the concealing devices developed by them and the 
Bureau, the project was eminently successful. Through the 
use of these cameras, Agents on the Unit have developed many 
interesting and effective techniques which will be of great 
value in their subsequent activities. 

It is realized that agents on the Unit do not write 
reports* However, in the course of their work, they have 
developed successful techniques of investigation and pretexts 
which will be of great value to them in subsequent bureau 
work.

NYO of two separate 
tickler systems, one for the submission of summary reports 
in those cases where no summary has heretofore been submitted, 
as required in No Number SAC Letter 1, and the other for the 
periodic submission of investigative reports after a summary 
has been submitted, as required in SAC Letter 5U-23.

B» Assig nment of Cases 

Periodically a clerk on Unit 12-8 will pull the 
date tickler cards on those cases in which reports should be 
written. She will call for the case file and when the same 
is received, she will determine the appropriate section to 
which the case should be assigned for the preparation of an 
appropriate investigative report. A notation will be made on 
both the date and the numerical tickler cards of the section 
to which assigned and the date. The numerical tickler card 
will be refiled in the drawer containing the numerical tickler 
cards and the date card will be filed in the drawer marked 
Cases Assigned for Reports numerically according to the month 
of assignment • The file will be sent to the appropriate 
section for reopening and assignment to an agent on a 
substantive squad. 

C. Posting of Outgpj^njELiiiTK^rts 

When any report is sent from the NYO in an SI case, 
the Assignment Card Section of this division after having q 
properly posted the report will send, the same to Unit 12-; «. 
The Assignment Card Section will observe from the file cover 
that the subject is on the SI. In the event it is found by 
the substantive supervisor when he signs and dispatches for 
mailing an investigative report in an SI case that the file 
cannot accompany the outgoing report, he will attach to the 
NY copies of such report a 3x5 card prominently stamped SI 
which will indicate to the Assignment Card Section that the 
outgoing, report should be sent to #12-8. 

When an outgoing report is received by Unit l£-8, 
a clerk will pull both the numerical and the date tickler 
card? and rrrke e rotation thereon rs to the d.^tc of the 
outgoing communication. The -numerical card will be refiled 
in the drawer containing numerical tickler card's and the 
date card will be filed in the drawer marked cases to be 
assigned for verification numerically according to the month 
and year the report was submitted.

III. SUMMARY REPORTS (NO SUMMARY 

REPORT PREVIOUSLY SUBMITTED 

A. Ticklers 

It is contemplated that the 3x£ cards utilized in 
making the preliminary* survey can be used as a single card 
tickler system in this category. Of course, only those cards 
which indicate that no summary report has been heretofore 
submitted will be utilized in this category. These caros will 
all be filed in a drawer marked Cases to be Assigned Tor 
Summary Reoorts under the various categories as outlined in 
No Number SAC Letter 1 broken down within each category 
according to date the subject was placed on the SI. This will 
permit the preparation of summary reports according to the 
schedule of priority set out in No Number SAC Letter 1, 195* • 

B. Assignment of Cases 

Cases in the category where no summary reports 
have been submitted will be assigned in a manner similar to 
that cetegory where summary reports have heretofore been 
submitted; When a case requiring a summary report is assigned, 
the tickler card will be moved from the drawer marked Cases 
to be Assigned for Summary Reports to a drawer marked Cases

C. Posting of Outgoing Reports 

The procedure for posting, outgoing reports will be 
virtually the same as outlined above with respect to cases 
where summary reports have been submitted.

195b, of the procedure you have set up in compliance with the fore- 
going instructions. You should describe the procedure in sufficient 
detail to assure the Bureau that it will remit the reopening of 
your cases on a systematic, chronological basis.. •Your letter should

A review of urlet of October 20 reflects that it is concerned 
with two basic premises (1) that procedure would be initiated whereby 
investigative reoort? would be submitted in those cases in which 
suraTiary reoorts have been submitted and (2) that procedure would 
be initiated whereby summary reports would be submitted in aporooriate 
cases. 

Neither of these circumstances was discussed or proposed 
in Bulet of September 13, 19£Ii, which dealt exclusively with the 
reopening of your Security Index cases for investigative reports 
where no ro^orts — investigative or summary— have been submitted 
for extended periods, on a chronological basis . 

Your attention is directed to rage six of relet of 
October 20, 1?~?:, wherein you stats that "in view of the cost of 
making a conolete review of all the Security Index cases, this 
review will be held in abeyance." It is difficult to see wherein 
a survey of your cases rrould 'be prohibitive in cost. Such a 
survey would be confined! entirely to the determination of the most 
recent report submitted by the office of origin, your office in 
most instances. It was understood that such a survey might well 
be required, and it was left "to the discretion of your office" 
in so doi°£ *^ coroly rith ry instructions. 

I an, therefore, reiterating the instructions set out 
in Bulet of Seotember 13 5 195U: You are instructed to submit no 
lat^r than v ^r--- v pr 1^. l^.; an • a^:? "ais of t K e rvoc^dur^ bein^ 
devised by your office whereby your Security Index cases may be 
reopened on o chronological basis— to the extent possible — with 
specific attention directed to those cases in which reports have 
not been submitted for extended oeriods.

I want you to give this natter your close personal 
attention. 
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- You will recall that because of the large backlog and 
delinquency in security cases in the New York Office, the 
recommendation was made and approved on July SI, 1953, that we 
discontinue the use of 0-1 Forms (the form used for requesting 
advice from the field as to the status of the case) on routine 
security cases in the New York Office., It is emphasized that the 
discontinuance of these follow-ups apply only to routine cases the 
more important cases being followed as in the past by memorandum. 
This moratorium has been continued to date. 

It has been pointed out by the New York- Off ice that in view 
of the large numbers of delinquent security cases (1,622. as of 
October 1, 1954), the use of the 0-1 Forms would slow down the 
'Aaents and create a considerable backlog of work m the C aief 
Clerk's office in New York. Further, New York Office has assured 
us that they are keeping sufficient pressure ™ the . Ji 9 en * 8 + hn + 
assigned to routine security cases that they did not feel that 
the receipt of 0-1 Forms from the Bureau would facilitate > m the 
least of the handling of these' cases. On the contrary, it was 
stated that these forms requiring the pulling of numerous files 
would slow down the work. We have continued to follow the 
progress of the New York Office and as noted in my recent 
memorandum regard ina security delinquency. New York is making 
real progress in reducing their delinquency in these cases. It 
should be noted that the last four months their security 
delinquency has drooped successively 41 per cent, 39 per cent, 
3d per cent, to 32 per cent as of. October 1, 1954.

It is pointed out that, even though 0-1 Forms are not 
sent to New York, in individual cases, the progress of the 
New York Office/}ollowed on a monthly basis on the over-all 
backlog of security work and delinquency. In cur letter of 
September 13, 1954, we made it clear to the SAC in New York 
that the r security 'delinquency must be brought to and rnaintc^nf 
at reasonable levels, pointing out that there haa been sujficient 
time sinoe the reorganization of their security ^rk for results to 
be forthcoming. The September administrative report di<T, in fact, 
show a commendable decrease from 3.8 oer cent to 32 per cent as of 
October 1, 1954. l-e ere continuing to follow the New York Cjj ice 
closely in this matter.

Upon receipt of SAC letter 55-30, captioned Security Index, it was 
decided in this Division to assign cases for Security Index Review (SIR) as the 
cases came up for verification of residence and employment addresses in the reg- 
ular manner as therefore. It was anticipated that a substantial proportion of 
Security Index Subjects would be removed from the Security Index, 

Accordingly, to eliminate the expenditures of man power on "the 
Verification of addresses of subjects who would be removed from the Security 
Index such verifications were confined, after the inception of the SIR program 
to those cases where the subjects retention in the Security Index had been 
confirmed by the Bureau. 

Prior to the SIR program, as the Bureau is aware, Unit 12-8, the 
special unit handling Verifications of SI subjects, was assigned SI verifications 
exclusively. After the SIR program w a s introduced, the size of this Unit was 
increased until it now consists of k9 Special Agents, including one supervisor. 
Of this number, 5 Agents are assigned to the verification of SI subjects whose 
retention have been confirmed by the Bureau. This number will be increased as 
the number of approved retentions increases. 

The remaining agents on Unit 12-8 have been and are assigned full 
time to the SIR review program, handling the bulk of closed Security°Index 
Cases.

On 9/18/53 the NYO proposed, to the Bureau that in 
preparation of summary reports permission be extended to 
destroy one copy of each investigative report. It "was 
pointed out that if an agent could cut up an extra copy of 
the investigative report, this would be of material assistance 
to him in arranging the summary report. 

At that time the Bureau expressed the opinion that this 
practice would be undesirable for the following reasons: 

1. Possible duplication of the file away from the 
field office and/or Seat of Government. 

2. The tendency to mechanically reproduce previous 
reports without proper evaluation and consideration. 

The Bureau is requested to reconsider its answer in 
view of the fact that the proposed procedure will contribute 
substantially to the saving of agent time as a measure of 
economy. . 

In order to obviate the first objection of the Bureau, 
it is suggested that a copy of an old investigative -report be 
cut up only in the event that two copies will remain in the 
file in ^ieir original form. This will permit duplication of 
the file^elsewhere. • ^ §""- - N 

With respect to the second consideration, it -is suggested 
that the new criteria established by the Bureau for retention 
on the SI will necessitate that each item appearing in the 
summary-report— be thoroughly weighed and accurately reported. 
The changes in" report writing with respect to informants and 
the necessity -"under most circumstances of locating the original 
information will preclude mechanical reporting. The destruction^ 
of one copy p.f the report where there are now three copies in^_- 
the NY files'Hfill^to a certain extent, be helpful in saving ]\

I note further that the September field 
delinquency in all classifications mas computed at 
approximately 14.$% while the delinquency *in 
classifications other than 6f>, 100 and 10$ was commuted 
at approximately 12.4%. While I realize that in the 
field of security we have a larger percentage of full 
investigations as opposed to cases involving leads 
only in the various field offices, and while the 
short deadlines in applicant-type cases and other 
cases not in the security classifications have a 
definite reflection on delinquency figures, I do 
feel that the disparity between the delinquency in 
security classifications and the delinquency in other 
investigations being conducted in the field is entirely 
too great. 

All field offices must take immediate steps 
to insure that the status of the security investigations 
is brought to and maintained at a proper level in line 
with other investigations being conducted. Each SAC 
is being held personally responsible to insure that the 
above instructions are complied with. 

Your monthly administrative reports will be 
analyzed thoroughly at the Bureau to determine your 
progress in effecting a reduction in security 
delinquency and to determine if you have complied with 
Bureau instructions with regard thereto*

The Bureau has noted that recently a number of 
Brooklyn communists have been included in the Security 
Index (SI) on the basis of their attendance at a tvo-day 
Kin^s County Communist Party (CP) membership conference 
held at the Brighton Beach Coram unity Center in Brooklyn 
on March 6 and 7, 1959- The necessary evidence for 
including the above-mentioned individuals in the SI was 
largely obtained through the use of physical and 
surveillances. This was excellent work and is a 
of the results which can be achieved through the 
of adequate personnel and the utilization of established 
investigative techniques. 

However, an examination of the files of the 
above-mentioned individuals revealed that many of them 
had histories of subversive activity dating back for 
several years. Had maximum club-level informant coverage 
existed in Kings County, the necessary evidence to include 
th^m in the SI would probably have been provided long ago, 
as there is lit 13a reason to doubt that they are CP members 
of long standing. You, as Special Agent in Charge, have a 
personal responsibility to see that potentially dangerous 
subversives in your division are identified and completely 
investigated. It has been veil established that complete 
informant coverage is the most efficient weapon for the 
identification of coromunists. Therefore, it is incumbent 
upon you to use every means at your command to effect such 
coverage. The development of informants takes not only hard 
work, determination, and desire, but also Initiative, 
imagination, confidence, sales ability, and the "try, try 
again" attitude* Your office has interviewed hundreds of 
security subjects in the past year or so who have failod 
to cooperate. Perhaps Agents who are peculiarly adapted 
to such work and who have been notably successful in the

The instructions:, 
contained in the Manual of Instructions, Section 87D, v 
with respect to Vie submission of reports in the case 
of individuals whose names are included in Section A 
of the Reserve Index, refer to the action to be taken 
on the subsequent annual review of Section A cases. 
Therefore, no conflict exists between the instructions 
in the SAC Letter and the l&inual of Instructions, 
Section 87D. 

With respect to your recommendation that 
reports be submitted in the case of Section B Reserve 
Index subjects only in those instances wJiere there is 
an indication of membership in a basic revolutionary

The Bureau has noted numerous instances 
recently where the statements in Item 10 of FD-305 
have been much too general • In rcany cases pertinent 
itcns of information which, in the Bureau's opinion, 
had a definite bearing on the subject's Security 
Index status were overlooked entirely* In other 
instances the statements in Item 10 if not inaccurate 
were misleading in that they gave the inference that 
the subjects' activities brought them within the 
criteria whereas, after careful file reviews, they 
were found to fall short of the standards. It is 
especially necessary to be most explicit in those 
cases which are considered under Category D of the 
criteria for retention of narces in the Security Index, 
since matters falling within that Category receive 
particularly close scrutiny at the Bureau in order 
to make certain there is overwhelming evidence to 
support such retentions. 

The Bureau has also noted recently that the 
statements in Item 8 of FD-305 having -to do with reasons 
for not rcinterviewing Security Index subjects have not 
always been responsive or logical. The mere fact that | 
a subject was uncooperative or hostile upon the occasion 
of the last attempted interview is not, in the Bureau's 
opinion, a valid reason for not considering an interview 
at this tirce. Neither should the fact of recently 
reported Party activities be considered such. The 
Bureau would prefer that in a case in which you have 
some doubt about the feasibility of a reinterview 
you present the full facts of the matter to the Bureau 
for consideration rather than offer an illogical reason 
for not reinterviewing.

I want to assure the Bureau that the matter of 
reducing the delinquency in security investigations has been 
receiving ray personal attention since the delinquency in 
these types of cases rose to 16.1% in August and 17.0% in 
September. As .a result of our efforts, the delinquency has 
been reduced from 17.0% on 10/1/60 to 13.1% on 1/1/61, a 
reduction of approximately 4%. All Agents handling security 
type cases have been instructed to carefully plan and expedite 
their work in order to bring about a further reduction m the 
delinquency, and I want the Bureau to know that the Agents 
are not only aware of the seriousness of this problem but 
are conscientiously trying to keep the delinquency at a mini- 
mum. " , 

As the Bureau is aware, under the provisions of the 
Reserve Index program the NYO is called upon to handle ap- 
proximately 400 additional security type cases per month 
over the period from 7/1/60 to 6/30/61. The work of other 
sections in the office has also been increased and, ac- 
cordingly, it has not been possible to assign additional 
personnel to handle the increase in the security case load, 
in order to bring about additional productivity on the part 
of the Agents we have assigned additional experienced clerical 
personnel to handle all possible correlation type work for 
the Agents. We have been most careful to handle investiga- 
tions of spouses simultaneously with the investigation of 
subjects whose husbands or wives are fen^^d

I called Supervisor Jack Danahy, New York Office, 
today (1/24/61) concerning the submission of material from 
NYO for consideration of placing subjects of Internal 
Security - Cuba cases on the Security Index.

According toiBMMHM seamen register for 
employment at the NMU Shipping Hall for a period of three months 
and jobs are assigned to those seamen with the earliest .date of 
registration. Because of this, seamen know approximately of the 
date when they will have an opportunity to ship out. When this 
time approaches, seamen generally report to the NMU Shipping 
Hall with their personal gear and upon receiving a job assignment, 
they report to the vessel assigned without returning to their , 
residences. ' 

With respect to the co verage _aff gr^ed .b y the ONI in 
these cases, inquiry was made of VtfUM&tt Agent, ONI, 
NYC, on 3/7/62. Mr. *^&2£&^fr informed that the ONI desires to 
receive memoranda from this office concerning these individuals. 
He related that upon receiving such a memorandum in his office, 
a "suspect card" is made on which is set forth the name of the 
subject, descriptive data, a statement as to the identity of 
the vessel on which the subject is employed, along with the 
most recent and best item of subversive information as included 
in the memorandum.

This statement is not only for the purpose 
of justifying the classification of the report at present 
but may be used as a guide in the Bureau in the future for 
determining when a report may be downgraded or declassified* 

A report might be declassified or downgraded if the 
informants which justified the classification no longer 
warrant protection. To determine -when this has occurred, 
it is necessary to know which informant made the classification 
necessary in the first instance.

SAC Letter 66-14 and the other letters referred to 
by the Bureau have been called to the attention of all agents 
handling SM work so that they will be alert in checking employm 
of SI subjects or any SM-C subjects. They will be alert to 
ascertain whether any subject' is employed at the United States 
Post Office either on a seasonal basis or otherwise. Agents 
have been Instructed to alert informants to report any 
government employment by individuals active in the subversive 
field. 

As the Bureau is aware New York does have an SIA-C^^^^i 
case aga-jnst V^>.^^^2fe*t^»»s»w»*^ Bufile 100-SBgp9v in 
which €11223^ was employed by the Post Office in -Brooklyn from 
2/3 to 3/2/62. 



Shortly after Bureau letter of 2/9/62 inquiry was 
made of the Manhattan Post Office which covers Manhattan and 
the Bronx and it was determined that 20,000 applications 
were filed during the Christmas season of December, 1961, 
8,376 individuals wer* employed for brief periods. The 
Brooklyn Post Office processed 19,000 applications and employe 
6,100. The Queens Post Office processed 11,000 applications 
and employed 6,250. No inquiry has been made in Richmond 
County or in the Counties covered by the resident agencies. 
In general the Post Offices maintain the applications of individuals 
who are employed in alphabetical order and those not employed 
in order of the date of application. The Manhattan Post Office 
destroys all the applications after six months, the Brooklyn 
Post Office after nine months and the Queens Post Office after 
approximately one year. ... It has been concluded that the best 
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NY 100-97061 

way to check these names against our files is to obtain the 
original applications from the Post Offices when they are ready 
to destroy them. Since the Statute of Limitations on Frauo 
Against the Government cases runs for five years there would be 
ample time to initiate prosecution if this were desirable, and 
the original application form would be immediately availaole. 

It is estimated that it would take an indices clerk, GS-3, 
approximately 60 weeks to search these 50,000 names through the 
indices. While it is difficult to estimate, it is believed that 
it would take at least one file reviewer a similar length of time 
to check the references and case files to determine whether the 
applicant is identical. It is conceivable that a hundred cases 
would be developed from the name checks which would, require agent 
investigation to further establish identity. It is suggestea 
that approximately two weeks of agent time would be necessary :,n one 
interviewing of defected Communists, informants and interviews of 
the subjects on each case. 

The NYO does not have available any statistics with 
respect to the number of successful prosecutions of individuals 
with subversive backgrounds who have violated Title 13, United 
States Code, Section 1001, 

It is noted that individuals with criminal backgrounds 
also violate Title 18, United States Code, Section 1001 when 
they apply for Christmas employment at the United States Post 
Office. The NYO does r*>t have available any statistics on the 
number'of successful prosecutions of subjects falling within 
this category. 

The NYO believes that the number of successful prosecutions 
in the subversive field could not possibly justify the tremendous- 
expenditure' of clerical and agent time which a project or this 
magnitude would require. ..,....,.,„,......, ■,._.

It has been noted that 
security subjects in other offices have been known to seek 
this type of employment in connection with which they must ^ 
falsify the applications with respect to subversive affiliations. 
It has been pointed out to New York that although it has the 
largest number present and past Communist Party members and the 
largest number Christmas season employees, no violation of the 
fraud statute has been uncovered during the course of their 
regular security investigations. No national agency checks are 
made on these applicants for temporary employment and violations 
will not be disclosed in any routine fashion. New York points 
out that to search 50,000 names throughout the New York indices 
would take an indices clerk approximately 60 weeks plus the time 
of a file reviewer to check references and possibly investigative 
time to resolve questions of identity.

ReBuIet called your attention to the fact that the 
investigations of a large group of Security Index (SI) subjects 
of your office had developed neither substantial subversive 
information nor evidence of defection since their attendance 
at one or no re of the Colonist Party <CP) conventions held 
during early 1957. Certain raininua steps to be followed when 
investigating such individuals were pointed out to you. 

An analysis of investigative reports submitted since 
January 1, 1962, reveals that little or no positive results 
have been obtained with regard to the development of additional 
subversive information on the above-mentioned individuals. On 
the other hand, in only a few instances was clear-cut evidence 
of defection developed either by interview or otherwise. 

Although it is recognized that a nu/i&er of these 
individuals have" left the CP for one reason or another, the 
Bureau susnects that a large number of them regain loyal to 
the cozsnuiust cause and that their activities go undetected 
for lack of cocnlete coverage, informant or otherwise. This 
gravely concerns the Bureau. It is therefore requested that 
you analyze the matter carefully and submit your recocuaendations

"The Worker" to be celebrated on 3/8/63 at Carnegie Hall in 
New York City. The Bureau requested to be advised as to 
plans of the NYO for covering this anniversary meeting. 

The NYO has planned the following steps in covering 
this affair. The entire proceedings will be recorded through 
facilities available at Carnegie Hall and thus a complete 
transcript of the meeting will be available. We will have 
the maximum number of live informants and sources in atten- 
dance at the meeting not only to report on the proceedings 
but to report the identities of as many individuals as pos- 
sible who attended. We will also have a number of Special 
Agents present in the audience and in stationary surveillance 
positions to observe persons attending. A preliminary survey 
indicates that a photographic surveillance is feasible but 
additional details remain to be worked out to perfect this 
setup. When completed, Bureau authority will be requested, 
by separate communication, to conduct a photographic sur- 
veillance of this meeting. 

It is pointed out that this is a repeat of an annual 
affair and is one of the largest affairs sponsored by the 
Communist Party or "The Worker." It has been held in Carnegie 
Hall for a number of years. Seating capacity of Carnegie 
Hall is 2500. Based on attendance in previous years, an 
attendance this year of at least 1500 people can be expected. 
The affair is completely open to the public. A great majority 
of attendees will, in all probability, be current subscribers 
to "The Worker." AS the Bureau is aware, the NYO regularly 
receives "The Worfcer" subscription lists and has just com-

Relative to contributions to "The^orker,"^ as men-

The New York Office appreciates the Bureau 1 s concern 
over the necessity for complete \6eT\^fica%}^n m Si^^ll^S.udirwL^ 

co"KvTction that every possible effort should be made~to aeter- 
mine~tKe true sympathies of such individuals on a current basis. 
Toward this goal, we will continue to employ every device 
developed through experience where any reasonable chance or 
success is possible. Concerning the suggestions outlined in 
rebulet for our consideration in developing an over-all plan / 
of action, the following observations are set forth. w' 

Relative to unique interview approaches designed^ to 
specifically determine the sympathies of the subject, it is 
pointed out that a great deal of planning and preparation 
goes into each interview conducted. A primary ob]ective, of 
course, of any interview i,s to determine the sympathies of 
the subject and, as the Bureau is aware, a very high percen- 
tage of attempted interviews are rebuffed by subjects who are 
either openly hostile from the very inception of the approach 
or completely uncommunicative. We carefully study all^ avail- 
able background information concerning each subject prior to 
the interview to determine what might be the best approach. 
Both sucessful and unsuccessful techniques in this regard are 
exchanged in conferences of all Agents in order that maximum 
benefit may be derived from accumulated experiences. As the 
Bureau is aware, wc have a number of Agents, each approved 
by the Bureau, for handling "Toplev interviews, and they have 
communicated their experiences to all Agents conducting inter- 
views of lesser individuals. 

Surveillances of lower level officials are conducted 
on certain' occasions when we have reason to anticipate that a 
degree of success, can be achieved commensurate with the man- 
power expended.: As- the- Bureau is aware, we instituted a prov . ^

One j 
area where we had hoped to achieve some success was the Indus- 
trial Division. However, the Industrial Division was formally 
dissolved in the summer of 1962 and it would not appear that 
surveillances of lower level officials of this Division would 
lead to any meetings or identification of members. The ^ f re- ; 

quency of lower level Party meetings has decreased considerably 
within the past several months, as the Bureau is aware. How- 
ever, we have and we will continue to conduct surveillances 
whenever there appears any logical reason to anticipate some 
success* 

Concerning the formation of a surveillance squad in 
connection with identification of individual members, it is 
the opinion of the New York Office thaJLJOlisjwou LCnp;t.Jie m 
feasible at this time. As the Bureau is aware , ^ investigations ,• 
' oFTFTnembers^aTe^-conducted in the New York Office by squads 
formulated on a geographical basis. Agents assigned to these 
squads have become acquainted with the subjects in their geo- i 
graphical areas through physical observation. We believe it t 
most logical to conduct surveillances utilizing Agents who 
know both the subjects and the areas in which the subjects ; 

reside. For example, if a CP member from the Brcnx^meets ] 

with another CP member of the Bronx, the Agents assigned to . 

the Bronx squad would very likely be able to identify the 
person met. By utilizing the case Agents on the respective 
squads for surveillances whenever this technique is indicated, f 
we are also able to fccrtate the assignments of men and thereby i 
reduce the chances of Agents being identified by CPmembers. 
Being able to rota-t« manpower in this fashion contributes to | 
the interest of the Agents assigned and also contributes to \ 
the success of the results.

past week when a meeting of a CP club was held on a Sunday 
afternoon in Brooklyn. Although we had informants attending | 
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the meeting, we anticipated this would be a reasonably large 
meeting at which persons might be in attendance whom we had 
not recently placed at any similar closed CP meetings. Ac- 
cordingly, we utilized Agents of the Brooklyn squad ^es- 
tablish a photographic surveillance and also put them in a 
position to take up physical surveillances of unknown indi- 
viduals at the close of the meeting. Of the thirty-two^ in- 
dividuals in attendance, the Agents were able to recognize 
on the spot twenty-three of them. Through our surveillance 
techniques, we shortly thereafter identified the nine re- 
maining persons, most_of whom were later determined to be 
already included^n^e Security Index of the New York Office. 

/' 
The Bureau has also suggested we consider the de- ; . c'" ' 
velopment of anonymous sources on lower level informants. 
While we have not employed this ..technique in the recent past 
on lower level informants', we 'Have done this considerably 
in the past andour~experience has been that such sources 
were generally not productive. As the Bureau knows, instruc- 
tions issued to CP members and officials prohibit their 
maintenance of records which will identify club members. We 
will consider utilizing this technique whenever it would ap- 
pear to be productive, but on the basis of past experience 
it would not appear that employing this technique indiscrim- 
inately or on any wide scale would produce results commen- 
surate with the security risk involved. We will be alert, 
however, to any possibly productive opportunities. 

The Bureau suggested consideration be given to con- 
tacting friends, relatives or other individuals in position 
to know the activities and sympathies of sub 3 ect. We are 
always alert to any possibilities to contact such persons 
whenever it is felt such a contact would not backfire by 
proving embarrassing. We must always anticipate, for e ^mple, 
that such persons Will go immediately to the subDect and in- 
form him of our inquiry. While we do not have a ne ^tiye 
attitude toward such contacts and are alert to # any possibilities, 
they must be handled with discretion and good }udgment. 

The Bureau has also suggested that unit supervisors 
insure that the minimum steps for investigation as set iortn 
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in Bulet dated 10/16/61, are closely followed. This is 
being done and each report submitted to the Bureau contains 
a statement on the cover page by the Agent tha t he has con- 
sidered every item in Bureau letter dated 10/16/61 in an 
Iffort to resolve the status on the Security Index of the 
subject involved. 

In response to the Bureau's inquiry, information 
received from technical sources or live informants concerning 
proposed meetings is communicated to the a P?™P^ at e super- . 
visor and/or Agent as readily as possible with an absolute 
minimum of delay. Agents handling technical sources, for 
example, telephone the pertinent squad supervisor immediately 
uoon receiving any such information where time might be a. 

i faofor/ Memoranda or informant reports concerning 
proposed meetings are delivered. promptly to aPP^priate 
supervisors in order that immediate action may be taken for 
such coverage of the meeting as may be i" d ^ at ? d, K , ???S „? 
lion is given in all such instances to the desirability of 
physical surveillance coverage or mechanical coverage It is 
believed that all Agents and supervisors handling these in- 
vestigationf are acutely aware of the necessity for employing

The Bureau has requested New York to report as to 
what procedures are utilized in the opening of cases™ in- 
dividuals mentioned in organizational reports as officers or 
as having substantial activity in subversive organizations. 
?t is noted here that New York, as a matter of policy and pro- 
cedure , prepares channelizing memoranda to ^ vldu , a ^? zin , 
files and does not rely on indexing information. Channelizing 
memoranda pass over the desk of *e«nxt supervisors^ Wh«r« 
this memoranda pertains to a case file the ""?;* s^-cDened 
makes a determinati on whether the case file should be ope ned 
or reopened in accoHance with the standards set forth in the 
Manual of Instruct'- ons, Section 87. Where there is- no appli- 
• caole case file, %fl references are searched and reviewed and 
a determination mad* by the unit supervisor as to whether a 
case should be opened for investigation. H^ial placed 
in the 100-0 file only with supervisory approval. This 100 
file is reviewed by other supervisors and by the inspection 
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staff of the Bureau. This procedure is designed to preclude 
the possibility of material being placed inadvertently in 
the 100-0 file where a case should have been opened. 

As to an over-all plan of action to resolve which 
CP members remain active and which of them continue to be 
sympathic though inactive, we will continue, of course, to 
implement wherever feasible all of the suggestions discussed 
herein above. In addition, we firmly feel that these objec- 
tives can be best resolved by the development of live in- 
formants. Accordingly, a primary goal of the New York Office 
is to increase the number and extent of live informant 
coverage of CP activities. We are devoting the m aximum 
available manpower toward this objective^ CTe~wiTl con' 
to~el^>115y^Ver3r^ wHere feasible and 

where circumstances indicate that any reasonable degree of 
success may be achieved. 

The matters discussed herein above and in rebulet 
have been taken up with all supervisors of the Security 
Division and will be discussed in detail with all Agents 
handling cases in this category. The importance of achieving 
our objectives will be stressed and we will make every effort 
to achieve maximum results;

Little 
claimed that deuonstrators should have guns and dogs if the police 
have thea and said that if Hart in Luther King could not get help 
from the Federal Government, tho organisation would send men to 
teach King's followers how to defend themselves. 

In view of the above, New York, the office of origin 
in this case, Dost on and Philadelphia will immediately take 
appropriate steps to identify all MMI members within their 
territories. Thereafter, those nezibers ^ho sre actively engaged 
in MJJ.X activities should be thoroughly investigated. Reports 
under the character Security Katter-l&£I should be submitted 
expeditiously together vrith recommendations as to whether or not 
the individual's name should be included in the Security Index. 
Other offices receiving copies of this letter should be most alert 
for the recruiting of fe&il members and/or the formation of MMI 
branches within their territories. As jail jaesbers are identified, 
instructions as set forth above for New York, Boston and Philadelphia 
should be followed. Any office receiving iniornation concerning 
the recruiting of MMI members and/or the forest ion of U&I branches 
in other field office territories should, of course, report that 
information expeditiously to the Bureau, New York and interested 
offices. 

This matter should be brought to the attention of 
Special Agents handling matters related to the KOI and racial 
Batters in general.

As the Bureau is aware, general racial matters, 
exclusive of Civil Rights violations, are handled in the 
Internal Security Division of the New York Office. Greatly 
increased activity in the racial field during past weeks 
has necessitated assignment of additional manpower to these 
matters. This additional manpower has been taken largely 
from other sections of the Security Division, principally 
from those sections handling investigations of individuals 
on the Security Index. This has resulted in a slight 
increase in delinquency in security matters during the 
month of ^ July, 1964, and unless certain adjustments are 
made, this delinquency will increase. 

In order to be able to devote the additional man- 
power necessary to properly discharge our increased re- 
sponsibilities in the racial field, it is recommended the 
Bureau favorably consider the following two matters: 

1. An immediate moratorium on submission of annual 
reports in Security Index cases in the New York Office for 
a period of six months. Such 'moratorium would apply solely 
to reporting in these cases. We would, of course", continue 
necessary investigative activity, including coverage of 
meetings, contacts with informants, semi-annual verification 
of residence and employment, and prompt dissemination of 
information of interest to other Government agencies. 

2. Extension of the Reserve Index Program deadline 
for an additional six months. Bulet to Albany, copies to 
all offices, dated 1/21/64, ordered a review of Section B 
of the Reserve Index, such review to be made in equal 
monthly installments over a period of one year. The New 
York Office is approximately* halfway completed on this 
program, but we hd^c temporarily suspended the program be- \ 
cause of the manpoUftP needs on racial matters.

(3) After the second arrest, even without additional 
derogatory information, certainly a preliminary inquiry 
would be in order. Although there have been numerous 
suggestions to utilize letterhead memoranda in these cases, 
reports are far more desirable. The report format helps 
the field, the Sureau, and the Department to insure that 
necessary elements are covered for the Security Index 
consideration. A letterhead memorandum does not have 
the format, which leads to the possibility of incomplete 
investigation and Incomplete reporting. The Bureau feels 
that these cases must be given thorough attention if 
investigation is justified, and that the far more rigid 
format of a report assists in assuring that the investigation 
is complete. Assuming that the ssme investigation has been 
conducted, it is no more difficult to write a report than 
it is a letterhead memorandum. 

In connection with your observation regarding 
the Bureau maintaining lists of all individuals arrested 
and checking these lists to centrally coordinate such a 
program, this is simply not feasible. As pointed out in 
(1), the place of residence and the place of education 
should be checked since any derogatory information should 
be available in those offices. As you are aware, every 
allegation is not submitted to the Bureau, or if included 
in some types of communications would not necessarily be 
indexed at the Bureau. It would greatly increase the field 8 
burden to insure that all such information is submitted to 
a central location at the Bureau. It is believed that our 
current system of having a logical office of origin responsible 
for such checks is far more desirable. 

You should, of course, submit to the Bureau by 
letterhead memorandum information concerning any demonstration, 
and if arrests are made, the individuals arrested should be 
identified with available background information for indexing 
purposes at the Bureau whether or not there is sufficient 
basis for opening a separate case in your office.

Enclosed herewith for the Bureau is a detailed 
schedule concerning subjects on the SI of the New York 
Office. 

At the present time, the NYO has to conduct a 
survey for the DETPRO Program, which involves the review of 
all Security Index cards in order to obtain information as 
reflected in the enclosure. This information is tabulated 
once a year, but is also very valuable at other times in 
order to obtain a clear picture of the membership of the 
different organizations. Since most of this data is 
processed into Bureau IBM equipment, without much additional 
effort it is felt this information could be programmed so 
that desired totals could be made available at any time to 
assist the field in its responsibility. 

An example for the use of such information would 
come in periodic studies of the standards for the Security 
Index. We could ascertain, for example, the number of 
individuals in advanced age brackets who would be candidates 
for deletion in a matter of minutes without having to do an 
actual count of the SI by clerical or Agent personnel. 

Programming of this tabulation would be required 
to determine the total number of members of each subversive 
group on the Security Index by sex; age group; race, employ- 
ment grouping: a. Key Facility - others, b. skilled - 
nonskilled, c. unemployed; citizenship; subversive affiliation; 
police precinct of residence and employment; priority 
grouping. 

These same factors would apply to organizations 
of the New Left, as well as the old left and racial matters. w// ^ 
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As the basic information is already in the 
^oov^r^cs it would reauire very little additional program- 
S^'^SavriharS proposed here. This data could be 
added over a period of time as changes are made if a complete 
change at this time is too time consuming. 

This tabulation of information could be on a 
national basis and as such the Bureau would not have to make 
inquiry from the field for its periodic summaries. 

In the event field-wide change is too big an 
operation, the NYO still would like the type of data .

The agreement provides that we will furnish information on 
individuals who present a potential or actual threat to the U. S. internal 
security, and consequently could present a danger to the President and 
other officials whose safety is within Secret Service responsibilities. 

Individuals are included in the ADEX based on an evaluation 
that they present a potential or actual threat to the U. S. internal security, 
and consequently information concerning them is routinely furnished to 
Secret Service. 

Headquarters is currently reviewing and reevaluating the 
entire ADEX system. Dissemination of information regarding ADEX 
subiects is being considered. Until the results of this entire review are 
- completed, please continue the present policy of disseminating reports
